Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 

, homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 

‘* cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 

’ be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

WIRE ENTANGLEMENTS 


Impassable Barrler For Either Charg-

Advance OF inIautry Was possible only 
after the wires had been cut away, 
for which it was necessary to equip 
the men with “nippers.” Even then, 
owing to *he delay which arose in 
clearing away the obstruction, con- 
siderable havoc was wrought in the 
ranks of the assailants. 

The German hosts were first 
brought into contact with the barbed 
wire method of defence in their at- 
tack of Liege. The dense masses 
of advancing infantry became trapped 
in this fearful net, and machine guns, 
commanding the entangled position, 
mowed down the attackers like hay. 
that the formidable 
character of the Liege entanglements 
converting them 
into a huge electrocuting net. 

Another, useful purpose which wire 
has fulfilled {s in connection with the 
protection of entrenched infantry 
from shell fire. .The German infantry 
suffered especially in this connection 
owing to the deadliness of the French 
artillery. This has been due to the 
‘accuracy of the deadly timing of the 
fuse and the bursting efficiency of the 
explosive charge. Several ingenious 
artifices were contrived to mitigate 
the effect of flying fragments of burst- 
ing shells. Among these was the dis- 
tribution of coils of wire in the vicinity 
of the trenches. These coils appear 
to act somewhat as a buffer, the spray- 
ing effect of the shrapnel being ap- 
‘preciably deadened. 


BIG PLANT AT THE HAT 


—_— 


During these dull times when there 
are unemployed in almost every Wes- 


tern town ané city, the value of sub- 
stantial manufacturing industries, 
such as exist in Winnipeg, Calgary, 
Medicine Hat, etc., 1s manifest. It 
is true,-of course, that most of the 
industries in these cities are not quite 
as busy as they were two or three 
years ago, but nevertheless the pre- 
sence of factories in these and other 
cities in the West has made them 
more prosperouus than they other- 
wise would have been, in the period 
of depression. Commercial travellers 
report business better in the towns 
where manufacturing industries exist 
than any where else in the West. 
It is gratifying to know, therefore, 
that work has been resumed on the 
extensive plant of the Saskatchewan 
Bridge and Iron Co., on the West In- 
dustrial site, to which the railway 
spur has recently been completed. 
Seven carloads of material, in the 
shape of iron and brick were switched 
to the factory site last night, and 
some 20 or 30 men are now at work 
finishing the factory, the steel work 
on which {is already up. In a short 
time this company will also start 
work on the construction of some 26 
residences for its workmen, and In 
about 60 days it is fully anticipated 
that the factory will be finished and 
turning out its full line of products for 
use all over the prairie provinces. 
The factory buildings will represent 
an investment of something around 
$100,000, and when the industry Is in 
full working order about 100 men are 
expected to be glven employment. 
As factories, catering to the vas! 
home market of the West, are estab- 
Hshed in Western communities a 
trade depression, such as has pre- 
vailed during the past two or‘ three 
years, will not have such a markod 
effect on Western Canada. Greater 
stability of business conditions, such 
as has enabled Ontario and Quebec 
to continue on their way in the past 
two or three years with almost un- 
interrupted prosperity, will be created. 
By reasonable adherence to Canada’s 
existing trade policy thero Is no 
reason for doubting that In timo the 
West will be dotted with factories 
just as are the older provinces to-day.

Adding Cities 


Mr. Sherrard referred to Sherbrooke 
as an important city and said there 
were only twenty-two other cities in 
Canada as large or larger. Did they 
realize that if the boots now made 
{n the United States and sold. to 
Canadians were made in Canada, it 
would add another city to Canada’ ag 
large as Sherbrooke?. Canada was 
thought to be a great paper-making 
country, but did they know that if the 
business men of Canada would specify 
a Canadian paper for their stationery, 
it would add another town to the 
Dominion the size of Sherbrooke? 
They all knew the value of a busy 
woellen mill to a city, and yet when 
he, the speaker, asked his tailor to 
show hin¥ some Canadian tweeds he 
looked at him with a sort of mild pity 
and replied he did not make them up. 
When asked to have some samples 
ready the next morning the tailor 
looked troubled and said the jobber 
from whom he bought his cloth did 
not carry Canadign tweeds. After the 
tailor in question had been informed 
they would be very stylish next year, 
find that the speaker intended finding 
a tailor who could keep him dressed 
up to the minute, the samples arrived 
the next morning, and they were as 
good as any West of England cloth. 


Made In Sherbrooke 

In fact, they were so good that he 
was suspicious, and on asking the 
tailor he informed him they were 
made in Sherbrooke. One thing that 
{impressed the speaker about his 
Canadian suit was that it cost con- 
Biderably less than he had been ac- 
customed to pay, and that was one 
of ttie chief obstac!es to popularizing 
@anadian goods of a better class. The 
tailor did not make as much money 
as he could out of imported cloths.

~MADE-IN-CANADA™ 
“AND UNEMPLOYMENT 


Mechanics In Foreign Countrica— 
Wisdom For Canadians 


In tho months of September, Oc- 
tober and November, 1918, a Toronto 
manufacturing concern, one of the 
largest employers of labor in that city, 
tendered on three different City con- 
tracts, its aggregate tenders for the: 
three jobs being $64,845. The con- 
tracts were awarded, respectively, to 
firms in Glasgow, Philadelphia and 
New York, whose aggregate tenders, 
were $64,588, $307 or less than one- 
half of 1% below those of the Toronto, 
firm. Hundreds of this firm's em- 
ployees have been laid off in the last 
few months through lack of work. 
The contracts embraced pumps, ma- 
chinery and iron castings. 

In Winnipeg a few months ago the 
City Council awarded to the American 
Cast Iron and Foundry Company of 
Birmingham, Ala., a contract for 1,100 
tons of pipe, approximately $50,000 
worth of work. A Fort Willlam firm, 
whose price was only $800 more than 
that of the United States firm, lost 
the contract when most of its plant 
was idle and hundreds of unemployed 
were walking the streets of Fort WII- 
Ham. 

The Works, Department in Toronto 
purchased its}1913 supply of paving 
bricks, valued} at approximately $40,- 
000, for the most part in United 
States. If Toronto brick makers had 
secured the wages involved in this 
contract, instead of their rivals in 
Ohio, many workmen, now in the 
bread line, would have had several 
months longer work, and therefore 
more savings to tide them over the 
period 2f stress. 

It would be unreasonable to demand 


i ee) 


under all circumstances that Civic 
Purchasing Departments should buy 
the “Made-in-Canada” product. It 


would be found, however, that if the 
total cost of Toronto’s unemployment 
relief _measures were added to the 
contract price of foreign firms, who 
secured orders in competition with 
Canadian firms in Canada, that there 
would be no margin in favor of the 
outsiders. Self help fs the best form 
of philanthropy, and by helping Can- 
adian factory workers and Canadian 
manufacturers to secure a larger share 
of civic business, Canadian cities 
would be insuring against unemploy- 
ment. 


The purchase of $1,000 of goods in 
our own city, or in our own country 
instead of purchasing abroad, means 
the addition of one man and his 
family to Toronto or Canada instead 
of supporting him abroad.

Seeing that the sacrifice of 
one might save many, he gave tha 
signal himself, saying: “Chop away, 
mates!" and “Good-bye, lads!” And 
thus perished another humble hero on 
the roll of British fame. :

GOVERNMENT CANNOT 
; GIVE ASSISTANCE. 


Mayor and Council of Red Deer: 

As members of your qommititee ap- 
pointed to interview the Provincial 
Government: with reference to some 
form of assistance in the unemploy- 
ment problem, we beg to report as 
follows : 

On the 6th instant we met Pre- 
mier Sifton (Mr. Michener being un- 
able to be present), and laid before 
him in detail the situation ‘in Red 
Deer. We strongly urged upon him 
our claim, for government assistance, 
(proportionate to that given to other 
cities, and in the same: manner), to 
enable us to provide work during 
the remaining winter months. 

While fully appreciating owr = situ- 
ation, ° the Premier advised us it 
would be impossible ta recognize our 
claim) as exceptional, and no aid 
could be granted us without granting 
similar aid to all towns in the prov- 
ince, which he said would be out, of 
the question. ‘ 


We then presented to the Hon. Mr. 


Stewart, Minister of Public Works, a 
proposal re- building of the bridge 
over the C.P.R. tracks south of the 
city, and asked that ‘in view of con- 
ditions, the governirrent increase 
their grant of $3,000 tc $5,000, and 
with the amount of $1,000 voted by 
the city, undertake the construction 
of the same. We were promised the 
most carnest consideration of this 
proposal, and we left the Minister 
feeling encouraged that our request 
would at least be partly granted. 

We hand you herewith a copy of 
a letter since received from Mr. 
Stewart, embodying the govern- 
ment’s decision in the matter, and 
which speaks for itself..

AUSTRIA HAD CHANCE 


‘BUY THE CoODs 
MADE BY YOUR” 


‘OF TORPEDO MONOPOLY | | 


Failed to Grasp the Importance of 
New Weapon, However, and Now 
all Nations Have Them 
Destructive as the torpedo has prov- 
el in this war, it might have been 
etill more deadly as far as the al'‘ies 
are concerned if Austria had taken 
advantage of the opportunity offered 
her in 1870, and had become the sole 
owner of the modern torpedo. The 
inventor of the locomotive torpedo 
was Captain Luppis, an Austrian, and 


n/ baturally it was to his Government 
that he first turned. While the Luppis 


embraced most of the features of the 
modern torpedo, it had one defect in 
the opinion of the Austrian critics. 
It did not steer itself, but was giuded 
to its mark by means of a couple of 
lines which were held in the boat. 
This defect Luppis found himself un- 
able to correct, but he took his inven- 
tion to Richard Whitehead, who was 
then the manager of an engine fac- 
tory in Flume, and it was not long 
before Whitehead had produced the 
locomotive torpedo that steers itself 
independently of any base. Luppis 
then returned to his Government but . 
still it did not seize the opportunity. | 
Instead it invited representatives of | 


! several other European Governments 


to witness a demonstration of the new 
torpedo. 
Great Britain sent an expert, and 


,the result was that Britain acquired 


the rights to manufacture the White- 
head torpedo in England, paying $60,- 
000 to the inventor. Other Govern. 
ments secured national rights, and 
so it was that instead of the torpedo 
being a secret monopoly of one Gov- 
ernment it is possessed by them all 


Like a Big Cigar 


A torpedo is a cigar-shaped metal 
oylinder, from 14 to -19 feet long, and 
weighing half a ton. It is divided 
into six compartments. At the nose 
of the torpedo is the “war head” filled 
with gun-cotton or some other power-

when it strikes the side of a ship. 
Behind the war head is the air 
chamber containing the motive power

They 
will endure the situation until they 
near the end of their resources. Then, 
such of them as have the means will 
go to other countries—notably United 
States. They will go where you and 
I are sending our money for supplies. 
They will follow the money. If we 
send it out of Canada they will follow . 
it. If we keep it at home we may 
hope to keep them also. If we don't 
Canada's population will fall, the 
value of real estate will drop, tha 
foreign factory will be flooded with 
offers of cheap labor, and so will ba 
able to wipe out Canadfan competition, 
Canada will receive a bad name 
among the working classes. Manu, 
facturers and capitalists will be dia, 
couraged, enterprise dulled and In- 
vestments lost. If Canadians do not 
stand together in mutual support‘ in 
the months to come, Canada will re. 
ceive a set-back from which it would

CLOSE BARS AT 7 P.M. 


Under the akove heading, the Cal- 
gary Herald of Wednesday last had 
the following pertinent remarks on 
the closing of bars during war time. 
This is more necessary in large 
eantres where troops are stationed, 
and will recoive the full support of 
the News : 

“The Herald would suggest ta the 
license department of the- Alberta 
government that hotel bars through- 
out the province might well be clos- 
ed every evening at seven o'clock 
during the continuance of the war. 
This suggestion is made qite apart 
from any general question as to the 
merits or demerits cf a_ license 
system and has nathing to do with 
the question of prohibition. It is 
submitted as a matter of good busi- 
ness policy for the public of Alber- 
ta. The Herald believes that the 
government would have the endorse- 
rent of most if not all good citi- 
zens in bringing it about. 

On several occasions lately this 
paper Las drawn attention to the 
temptations in the way of young 
men who are in camp here, and too 
many of them were to be found in 
uniform in the hotel bars. The Her- 
ald has also urged on the public the 
duty of refraining’ from treating 
soldiers, or in any way tempting 
them to drink. 

This, however, is only one phase 
of the question. Tt is assingular fact 
that whether the times be good or 
bad. the hotel bar seems to take its 
toll, and since the war began it, has 
taken a heavier tall than can be 
afforded by these who have paid it. 
It has alsc been consmented upon 
that contributions from hotel keep- 
ers to the patriotic fund and other 
public movements have been notice- 
able, chiefly by their absence. The 
hotel bar does not believe that ‘it 
is more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive.”

UEITED STATES PAYIGG 
DEBTS IN GOODS. 


When the wac began the United 
States owed Britain about $300,000,- 
000 on the international trade bal- 
ance, says Industrial Canada. This 
Jiability was quite separate from the 
$5,000,000 000 of British money in- 
vested in the United States in fixed 
sind floating capital. 

Britain sent Sir George Paish to 
the United States with the proposal 
that the $300,000,000 be paid in 
gold. His mission was only partly 
successful. The United States quick- 
ly realized that gold paid to Britain 
might be spent elsewhere, in Canada! 
for example. Consequently, the 
Tnited States said to Britain: 
“We'll pay in goods instead of gold,”’ 
and Britain is taking most of her 
debt out in trade. There was 
nothing else to do, since the inter- 
national facilities for collection are 
necessarily limited. 

But the fact remains that Cana- 
Yian manufacturers might have sold 
more war goods to Britain

HELIGOLAND A BASE 
OF GERMAN ATTACK 


Millions Spent on Island to Mako It 
Impregnable—Acqulred For 
Offensive Use 


— 


When in 1890 Lord Salisbury ex- 
changed with Germany that solid 130 
acres of rock shown as Heligoland for 
some very mythical benefits in Zanzi- 
bar, he little imagined the part it was 
destined to play in Germany’s dream 
of naval power. Yet at the time It 
was thought that British diplomacy 
had scored, because Bismarck was 
frankly furious at the exchange. Yet 
the possession of that tiny island 
was vital to the dream already »xer- 
clsing the Kaiser's mind. 

When the present Emperor came to 
the throne in 1888 the German navy 
consisted of some twelve armored 
vessels of over 4,000 tons, a small 
number of other cruisers, and a tor- 
pedo flotila; for ten years preceding 
hia«accession Germanyad laid down 
no battleships. But .the Kaiser was 
fA believer ip.sea power, and dater-

one of the very first acts of his relg:. 
was to remove the navy from militar, 
control and to place it under an ad 
miral. 

Obviously, however, if the navy were 
to be confined to the Baltic it could 
never attain to any offensive strength, 
because the three exits—the Great 
and Little Belts and the Sound—cold 
be just as effectively closed to it a: 
the Dardanelles were closed to the 
Russian Black Sea fléet. 


In Commanding Position 


In 1853 Prussia had acquired from 
Oldenburg what is now the port oi 
Wilhelmshaven, and in 1865 she ob 
tainec Kiel. The old Emperor William 
had taken in hand a North Sea-Baltic 
canal, but with none of those vast 
dreams of world-power that inspired 
his successor. The possibilities of thi 
German North Sea were great, but 
twenty-eight miles away, covering the 
mouths of the Elbe, the Weser, and 
also the Jahde, stood Heligoland, and 
that was in the possession of Grea 
Britain. 

Anciently a réligious centre of the 
Frisian race, it came into Britain’s 
possession in 1807, and was, at the 
time the Kaiser cast longing eyes 
upon it, quite undefended either from 
the erosion of the sea, which was con- 
siderable, or the attack of an enemy. 
Britain maintained a_ coastguard sta- 
tion there, which was occupied by a 
chief officer and some half-dozen men 


“who did police and other duties as 


necessity arose. But so long as it re- 
mained a British possession it couid 
be turned into a standing menace to 
German shipping.. It has a total 
area of about 130 acres, and consists 
of a steep, rocky plateau, roughly 180 
feet above sea level, with a strip of 
sand at its southeast foot. In shape 
it may be described_as an isosceles 
triangle, and from {ts north-western- 
most point, where Hengst stands out 
like a lonely sentinel 166 feet tall, 
down both sides of the triangle to its 
south-east base it juts straight out 
from the sea grim and forbidding. 
Its possibility of fortification was 
great. 
Made It a Fortress ~ 

From the moment it came into her 
possession Germany commenced to 
fortify it and protect it against the 
erosion of the sea, and at the same 
time to develop her North Sea coast. 
The North Sea-Baltic Canal had al- 
Teady been taken vigorously in hand, 
though the German people could 
hardly be said to have risen to the 
ambitions of their Kaiser. But in 
1898 he succeeded in getting from the 
Reichstag the first of the Navy Acts, 
and as a result the outlay on the Ger- 
man navy for the year 1899 rose to 
$32,500,000; the outlay during the first 
year of his reign was only $12,000,000! 

The Boer War and the incident of 
the Bundesrath were eagerly seized, 
and as a result the Navy Act of 1900 
was passed. This frankly and brutally 
stated in its Explanatory Note what 
German intentions and ambitions 
were: “Uniler the existing circum- 
stances, in order to protect Germany's 
sea trade and colonies there is only 
one means, namely, Germany must 
have a fleet of such strength that even 
for the mightiest naval power a war 
with her would involve such risks as 
to jeopardize its own supremacy.” 
There was no possibility of mistaking 
that challenge. 

Not All Defensive 

Then commenced that feverish ao- 
tivity that was to convert the whole 
of the German North Sea coast into 
a stepping-off place for a German in- 
vasion of . ngland. So Heligoland 
sprang into a prominence it could 
never have attained bat for these 
naval ambitions. Two submarine 
cables connect it, one with Cuxhaven, 
the other with Wilhelmshaven, a 
powerful wireless station was erected, 
while forts sprang into existence from 
one end to the other. 

In 1908 it was decided to devote a 
further’ sum of $15,175,000 on the ‘‘bet- 
terment” of the island, $7,500,000 for 
tho construction of a new harbor for 
‘torpedo craft, $7,500,000 for bringing 
the fortifications up to date, and 
$176,000 for a new artillery depot and 
barracks. It was from this torpedo 
harbor that Germany intended or 
hoped to launch her torpedo attack 
against Britain, while the fortifica- 
tions of the Island were to be so for- 
midable as to make it impossible for 
jany fleet to attack In return. Since 
1908 much -noney has been lavished 
on Heligoland, and though the exact 
mature of ‘he fertifications has been 
‘kept a profound secret, it is known 
that they mount great number of 
the latest pattern 11-inch guns in very 
heavily armored cupolas, together

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| AWF ULEARTHQUAKE 
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Dead and‘*_ Injured Number Between 
25,000 and 50,000 | 


Rome, January 14.—The toll of 
dead and injured in the great earth- 
quake that swept over -central and 
southern Italy has not yet been 
made up, but all advices  neaching 
Rome indicate the ever-growing ex- 
tent of the disaster. 

Towns with thousands of —inhabi- 
tants have been overthrawn, and 
frems some of these come details 
which show an immense loss of life. 


The estimates run tonight from 
25,000 to 50,000 dead and injured, 
and yet there are several sections, 
which undoubtedly felt the  earth- 
quake in full measure, from which no 
estimates can be cbtained. 

In the ancient territory of Marsi, 
which includes Avezzano, the victims 
are placed at 20,000. Only a small 
part of the inhabitants of Avezzano, 


‘Iwho numbered approximately 20,000, 


are left. Fifteen other towns and 
villages in that section have been 
laid waste. King Vietor Emmanuel 
is on the scene at Avezzano, and 
thirty thousand soldiers have been 
despatched to the various centres 
where the foree of the disturbance 
was greatest. 

Ttaly as a nation has arisen again 
to-give succor, as she did at the 
time of the Mcssina earthquake, six 
years ago, to those who are victims 
of this iatest catastrophe from which 
the country has_ suffered. 

While the vastly greater part of the 
damage was done by the first 
carthquake, which occurred Wednes- 


‘he Care of the Public Health 
the First Duty of the State 


“The public health is the foun- 
dation on which reposes the happi- 
ness of the people and the power of 
the country.” So saih Disraeli. He 
who wishes to confirm this dictum 
kas but t@ consalt his English his- 


tory, and there he will find evidence 
nough in the epidemics alone to 
Satisfy himself on this point. 

Here is what disease did for the 
populace of England on a few of its 
noteworthy visitations. In the year 
130 a plagve destroyed such numbers 
that the living were scarcely suffi- 
cient to bury the dead. In 1348 as 
many as 200 a day were buried in 
Charterhouse Yard, London. Again 
in 1471 a terrible pestilence spread 
over England and carried off more 
people than the continual wars of 
the preceding fifteen years. From 
1499 to 1500 half of the inhabitants 
of the capital cities of England 
succumbed. London lost, over 30,000 
by the plague of 1603-04, while twer- 
ty years later a greater number per- 
ished. If one adds to this the mor- 
tality of the historic infection _ of 
1665, when, it was consputed, 60,000 
ta 100,000 were wiped out, he = sces 
that there is every reason to agree 
with the statesman quoted above. 

Althcugh Canada has never had a 
plague of such mggnitude as to be a 
matter of national history, there are 
each year thousands of preventable 
deaths from tuberdalasis, typhoid 
fever, and other infectious diseases. 
Searcely a family escapes a_ visit 
from: the germ of consamption, and 
very few suck, families but reqgord 
cither a death or a prolonged illness 
as a result of that visit. It has 
been estimated that every ‘‘open”’ 
case of tuberculosis of the lungs, i.e., 
where there is coughing up of 
sputum of the disease, infects  cne 
other. So that an endless chain of 
i] health and: death stretches across 
this land and is allowed to encirele 
the budding manhcod and woman- 
hood of the nation. There is one 
link in the chain in your family. 
Perhaps another is being forged. In 
the United States there are 150,000 
deaths from this dread disease each 
year. It is a useless waste of humr 
an life. an unwarranted addition of 
sadness to the home, and it, too 
eften means the coming of destitu- 
tion when the wage carner is strick- 
en. 

Disracli followed his famous utter- 
ance given above by saying: ‘' The 
care of the public health is the first 
duty of the statesman.'’ His belief 
that the state should safeguard the 
health of its people is the belief o 
Medical Scientists today, who know 
that much of the disease that fills 
our hospitals is preventable. They 
ean make tuberculosis and typhoid 
fever disappear. When the govern- 
ment calls, medical scienco is ready 
and willing to serve.

7.55, there has been 
at least one severe shock since then, 
which resulted in the collapse _ of 
many of the structures which escaped 
the first, and it is estimated that 
more than 100 stocks, for the most 
part of » minor nature, oceurred dur-~ 
ing the 24 hours after the disaster. 


THOUSANDS BENEATH DEBRIS. 


Demolisked or partly demolished 
towns dot that part of Italy from 
Naples northward te Ferrara and 
crosswise the peninsula from the 
[yerhenian to the Adriatic sea, over 
which the earthquake of Wednesday 
pass2d. Thousands of dead lie be- 
neath the mwiounds of debris that 
enee were dwellings, churches and 
Public institutions, which crumbled 
under the earth’s vibrations. 

Not, even an estimate cf the aggre- 
gate fatalities is yet obtainable, as 
numenous places are still isolated, 
owing to the severance of telegraph- 
ic, telephonic and railroad communi- 
cation. It is known, however, that 
Avezzano is a necropolis, and that 
also in Sora, some 25 miles to the 
south-east, a large number of lives 
were lost. It is estimated that in 
Avezzano and vicinity 15,000 vcrish- 
ed, and that the dead in Sora will 
total 1,000. 

TWENTY TOWNS DESTROY). 

So far as is known about twenty 
towns have been absolutely lcvell-a 
while an almost equal nember  suf- 
fered serious damage. In all these 
Places were killed or injured. 

Tt is estimated that in Avezzano 
4,000 persons were buried alive, some 
of them: school children, in an in- 
stitution which collapsed. Only four 
soldiers cf the garrison of 400 in the 
town escaped when the barracks fell. 

Sora, with its population of 20,000, 
was almost entirely destroyed. All 
the municipal and government auth- 
orities perished. Four hundred and 
fitty bodies already have beer taken 
from the ruins there, and a large 
number of injured are under treat- 
ment. 

INJURED COME TO ROME. 


Trains arriving in Rome from the 
east are bringing kundreds of injur- 
ed into Roms, where they am being 
taken to hospitals and private hous- 
es for treatment. Surgeons and 
nurses are being despatched from all 
directions into the stricken districts 
to minister to the needs of the injur- 
ed, while trcops are being sent to 
the ruined or damaged towns to 
guard against vandals. 

Amcng the towns which are said 
to kave been virtually destroyed, are: 
Avezzano, Sora, Capelle, Magliano, 
Marse, Massadalbe, Collarrele, 
tarchio, Colaro, Lelli, Paterno, 
Hanfelino, Scurcalo, Capistrello, At- 
trosano and Castronovme, while Pes- 
rina, Ortonamarsi, Samtelimo, San 
Benedetto, Ortucchic, Gugullo, Bizg- 
na, Balsurano, Can‘stro, Civiteclad- 
antino, Castellafiumi, Palsk Pagli- 
otra and Sorbo are badly damaged. 

From many other places comes re- 
ports af slighter damages to prop- 
erty and minor casualties.
